Today I am going to describe for 
you some simple exercises for strength- 
ening the muscles of the back so that 
they can keep your shoulders straight.

described have asked me whether 
shoulder braces would help them? 
There are cases, of course, when 


braces are needed, but they should be 
prescribed by a physician. For the 
average case of round shoulders, how- 
ever, braces would do more harm than 
good and would make the back 
muscles weaker than before. Regular 
exercise will strengthen these muscles 
and impress them with the habit of 
correct posture.

Fling arms back and 
at the same time throw chest out and 
shoulders back. Keep the trunk hori- 
zontal or nearly so, as in the first 
exercise. Relax and repeat six times 

Exercise 3--Sit on the floor with 
legs stretched out in front Relax 
the trunk as before. Stretch arms 
out in front and grasp your feet if 
you can do so easily. People with 
large abdomens or stiff backs would 
find it difficult to reach so far. From 
this relaxed position with head rest- 
ing on the knees, fling arms out at 


shoulder level, throw chin up, chesi;
